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SIGNIFICANCE OF THE SCRIPTURES—No. 1.

No other subject of inquiry can be greater than this. 
The abuses of scripture are innumerable, and not less 
with Protestants than with papists. Theories or ways of 
biblical interpretation, false in themselves, misleading in 
their effects, and neither intelligent nor profitable, per- 
vade the whole professed church—Greek, Catholic, and 
Protestant. The primary intentions and purposes of 
Christianity are lost sight of, while zeal for party, de- 
homination or sect, becomes the everywhere test of ap- 
Preciated character. A confused jargon of conflicting 
and contradictory theories bewilders and dishonors the 
church, belies Christianity, and confounds and drives 
to unbelief and irreligion multitudes who desire to 
know truth, and-be subject to its guidance. 

Whoever would dare to treat the crimes against 
Christ, in common sacrilegious uses of Scripture testi- 


monies, with the boldness of truth, must be content to 
be called conceited, erratic, or unfit to be cherished, 
honored, or favored in the church. It may be fortu- 
nate for him, if so it may be, that he is an old man, past 
the measure of “‘three-score years and ten,” and soon 
to be beyond the gun-shot of cruel accusation and re- 
proach. But it is proverbial that old men are timid, 
conservative, rarely disposed to venture out of beaten 
tracks of thought and theory. Little is to be expected, 
therefore, from old men but to make the best of things 
as they are, without provoking difficulties of labor, be 
the cause what it may. Thus saying, we are not unjust 
or disrespectful to old men. 

In all God’s works there is a definiteness of design 
and purpose. Without its design there is no fitness, no 
adaptation, no right in anything. Every book, chapter, 
or even sentence of Séripture had its definite design, 
use, and significance when it was written. To disre- 
gard its original design, significance, and use, and use it 
to teach or support anything that was foreign to its first 
design, is a crime in reason and against God. It is sac- 
rilegious. 

We enter a court-room. A trial is pending. The 
testimony of some person is presented in writing. It isa 
sworn statement. Its language seem: to apply to the 
case undergoing trial. Is that erough to establish its 
right to consideration and weight before the court? 
Not by any means. It must be established, positively, 
that this sworn statement does belong to the case; that 
is, that the original design and purpose of that written 
and sworn statement, and every part of it in its intent 
and meaning, was applied and did belong to the case in 
question as evidence. Unless that can be established, 
no honést and intelligent court can receive the staté- 
ment as valid in law. And can the testimonies of the 
sacred Scriptures be used more loosely, and made to 
sustain and support a thousand things and theories, all 
foreign to their original design and purpose? Not by 
any right whatever. It is sacrilegious. 

In the apocalyptic visions of John, the beloved dis- 
ciple, recorded in Rev. 10: 9, 10, there is a representa- 
tion of a “little book” which the man of God was bid- 
den to eat. It meant something. What it did mean is 
one thing. It is sacrilege to debase its meaning to any 
kind of a religious joke. It was a significant thing in a 
sublimely great and grand panoramic vision of things 
then future, about a people or peoples who had been by 
God placed in the focus of John’s intensified religious 
anxieties. -And the point in the vision where the angel 
presented the “little book” to John was in the midst of 
the three terrible woes, which, succeeding each other, 
would be inflicted by the Moslem (Mahometan) powers, 
upon the nation of Israel and the church of Christ. 
That is all I wish to say particularly about that in this 
writing. 

Few things, if any, in the half century of my minis- 
try, have pained me more than the very reckless man- 
ner in which the sacred word of God is interpreted, ap- 
plied, and used among the multitude of those who 
profess to be followers of the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
ways or theories of biblical interpretation which pre- 
vail with Catholics and Protestants generally, I have 
studied candidly but critically, and I can not accept them. 
I have my reasons, which can not go into this paper 
without too great length. I can by no means be in- 
different to the future of the church; nor do I wish to 
demand any attention, unless the cause of truth may 
be served.

THE HOME. 

Nestled in the heart of the Rocky Mountains and 
the Sierra Madres are mining camps, where men dwell 
whose life is one of vulgarity and blasphemy. The 
reason for this sad condition is found in those rough 
men being deprived of all the elevating influences of 
the home circle. But in the fairest of these mount- 
ains exist households where polygamy is in vogue in 





its worst forms. This curse should be abolished from 
our land though it required violence to accomplish the 
desired results. It is a disgrace to Christian civiliza- 
tion and an enemy to domestic happiness. Then, to 
come nearer home, we find socialism borrowing the 
name liberty. This giant specter breathes its foul 
breath around our Christian homes and pollutes our 
hitherto purest atmosphere. This imported evil has 
alliances. There is growing up among us a confound- 
ing of liberty with license. Children think it beneath 
them to begin home life in the humble way their par- 
ents did. The eaglets want to spread their tiny wings 
and enter upon the surroundings equal to those of 
their fathers and mothers. Our homes are not so gen- 
erally the centers of dignity and piety as were the 
homes of our ancestors. The time has come when 
the ideas of the Bible should be reasserted. No na- 
tion can less afford to not recognize the truths of the 
Bible on this subject than America. Where are we to 
learn obedience and self-restraint if not at home? 

The husband occupies the position of head of the 
household. But this place of honor puts upon man a 
corresponding responsibility. He is required to love 
his wife even as Christ loved her. While a woman’s 
position in society is an index to civilization, man’s 
estimation of woman is an index to individual charac- 
ter. Chivalrous feelings should rule. The husband 
should be devoted to his wife, and the wife should find 
in her husband a lover. Married women should have 
larger opportunities for leisure and for widening their 
intellectual horizon. The Germans have a proverb that 
whatever you would put into the minds of the next gen- 
eration must first be put into the minds of the young 
men of this, under twenty-five years; and I would add 
that whatever you wish to put into the minds of the 
young men of this generation you must first put into 
the minds of their mothers. The educational influ- 
ence of women is greater than that of men. Be it for 
good or evil, they construct the minds of youth. 

To conclude this brief article I will say that domes- 
tic life never ventures into its greatest beauty except 
when God is an object of mutual affection. Men 
spending their Sabbaths away from home, selfishly, 
stupidly, like barbarians, at clubs, scarcely turn a 
thought to the blank wretchedness of the life of the 
woman who struggles onward alone in the way of the 
Lord, and yearns for the company of him who should 
be with her.

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Everywhere there is intense suffering, and God permits 
thisin order to bring the people back to himself.

“But he himself went a day’s journey into the wilder- 
ness, and came and sat down under a juniper tree; and 
he requested for himself that he might die; and said, It 
is enough; now, 0O Lord, takeaway my life; for I am not 
better than my fathers.” I. Kings 19: 4. : 

While studying the life and character of Elijah, we 
have before us one of the grandest subjects for human 
contemplation. It is impossible for us to trace his steps 
through life without feeling the fires of inspiration 
kindle in our souls. 

His character is so pure, his faith so great, that it en- 
courages and strengthens our holy desires while con- 
templating his characteristics. Possessing an iron will, 
and always exercising much living faith, he may be 
termed one of the mightiest prophets of Israel. He 
always lived and moved, in spirit and in conduct, as if 
in the presence of the great Jehovah. Whenever he 
felt the promptings of the Holy Spirit he obeyed its 
teaching. He trusted in his God, even when clouds 
and thick darkness covered his native land. During 
the severest trials of his life he exercised implicit faith 
in the God of Israel. Even when the sacred soil of 
Palestine was covered with idolatrous temples, and the 
people “drank in iniquity like water,” this mighty 
prophet stood on the walls of Zion and proclaimed the 





everlasting truth in the hearing of kings and priests. 
No obstacles could hinder him, no power turn him from 
the path of duty. He never went about courting the 
favor of the people for the sake of a few paltry dollars. 
But he always prophesied the truth, and stood by the 
principles which he taught. His greatness was such that 
powerful monarchs would tremble when he came into 
their presence. But how came this prophet to possess 
such greatness? ‘‘He was a man subject to like passions 
as we are.” There was nothing in himself which differed 
from the powers and faculties of other men; yet deeds 
of power proceeded from his hands. He could raise 
the dead, and chain the clouds, and imprison the winds, 
and, as it were, cause the very heavens to become as 
brass, while vegetation was stretching forth its skele- 
ton forms in mute supplication, and every living thing 
was sighing for the dews of heaven. But all-their sighs 
and groans avail nothing with the pitiless sky. Elijah 
has spoken, and the elements are obeying him, and are 
withholding their blessings until he speaks again. 

But where lies the secret of his power? Surely not 
in his high birth. He was born in the common walks 
of life, among the mountains of Gilead, amid worship- 
ers of idols and the abominations of the Ammonites. 
Here he stands forth in the midst of the desolation, 
but not without his Lord. The strength of Jehovah 
was his, and he could say, ‘““God himself is my strength.” 
He was dwelling in God and God in him. . This was 
the secret of his power. He lived in an age when the 
worship of Jehovah was sadly neglected. The people 
had forsaken the true and living God, and gone into 
idolatry. They had their altars and their priests, and 
offered sacrifice to almost everything in nature. ‘From 
the rising of the sun to the setting of the same,” vast 
multitudes could be seen prostrating themselves before 
their temples and images, and the priests of Baal made 
the nights hideous with their cries. 

It was while this idol worship was raging that God 
called Elijah from his mountain home to go and deliver 
amessage to Ahab. The prophet receives the message, 
and without waiting for a louder call, or a better oppor- 
tunity, he starts on his mission.

These words are uttered in the 
presence of the startled monarch, and now Elijah is 
conducted by divine guidance to the brook Cherith. 
Here alone, and in solitude with his God, fed by 
ravens, and drinking water from the brook, he remain- 
ed until it dried up. Then the same unerring Hand 
which led him before, now directs him to the home of 
a poor widow of Zarephath. Here he found a conge- 
nia] heart willing to share her last morsel of food with 
him. And because of this act of kindness her provis- 
ions were multiplied, and when the spirit of he? dear 
son had taken its flight, it was called back froin the 
eternal world.

When our Lord instructed his disciples that unless 
they should eat his flesh and drink his blood they could 
have no life (spiritual nourishment) in them, they re- 
plied, “This is an hard saying; who can hear it?” and 
from that hour many went back (away) and fol- 
lowed no more after him. The human character- 
istics of the disciples of Christ who accompanied for 
atime with him during the days of his earthly mis- 
sion were the same as those developed in the average 
man of to-day. A full and clear conception of the new 
life had not dawned upon their minds, and they naturally 
responded to all opportunities that offered them pleasure 
—according to their standard of pleasure—and instinc- 
tively shrank from all associations that involved sufter- 
ing or self-denial. 

Had the disciples followed the divine Teacher until 
the fall light had reached their minds they would have 
discovered in the Christian life beauties and opportu- 
nities of enjoyment transcending the most brilliant an- 
ticipations of a worldly mind; they would have been 
lifted above the natural to the supernatural, from the 
earthly to the heavenly relationship, and to a true con- 
ception of the adaptation of the gospel scheme to the 
highest requirements and needs of the soul of man; 
they would have understood that the superior oppor- 
tunities available under the guidance of the Savior were 
pregnant with pleasures of a type infinitely beyond all 
worldly enjoyments. 

As it was, so it is. A cloud hangs over the natural 
man, and the beauties, yea, the glories, of the Christian 
life are veiled from sight until a desire shall be created 
within the soul to penetrate into the “mysteries of God- 
liness,” and the Holy Spirit shall unfold to the compre- 
hension the real possibilities of the new experience in 
spiritual adoption. 

The prevailing excuse offered by young men why 
they do not embrace religion and become identified 
with the church is that there are so many additional 
responsibilities, so many hard things in this relation 
that their lives wil! necessarily be destitute of comfort 
and pleasure, when tlre fact is, they do not view the 
life of the Christian in anything approximatingits true 
light. 

The highest ideal of any individual life should be 
fashioned on a motive to do the greatest good for 
others, and the highest opportunities for materializing 
that ideal are found in a Christian lite. The spirit of 
the gospel leads its possessor away from self, to self- 
denial and sacrifice, and happiness consequent upon 
such conduct toward others is secured; but if the indi- 
vidual adopts that course with happiness as the end 
for which he wishes to attain, then he is moved by 
selfish motives, and the blessing sought is not secured. 
While happiness is desirable and a blessing, it was not 
the design of the founder of the Christian system that 
it should be an end to be directly sought; it was not to 
be considered the highest aim of life, but was to follow, 
through gospel mediums, the doing of a nobler work— 
namely, that-of carrying comfort and happiness to oth- 
ers. Opportunities to accomplish these results are cun- 
stantly presented in the experience of young men who 
are acting for God in the great harvest field of human 
life. Such men may not make an effort to “set an ex- 
ample” for those with whom they associate, but, as 
Dr. Peabody has said recently, “If they live the Christ- 
like life they are examples to all with whom they come 
In contact.” 


Silent influences are sometimes more potent than 
vocal and demonstrative ones, and the opportunities 
for doing others good by silent presentations of the 
truth of religion are everywhere open to the Christian 
man or woman. Such are the social natures and asso- 
Ciations that no one can live a Christian without being 
& preacher of righteousness—a fruit-bearer for God. 
Men are more observant than we give them credit for; 
they are consequently more susceptible, and the more 


worker, but do not realize that the blessings attending 
those more than balance these, nor that the “sufferings 
of this present time are not to be compared with the 
glory that shall be revealed in us.” 

Unregenerate men do not understand the marvelous 
power of the Spirit of God as an inspiration and as- 
sistant in the life of the man of faith; they can not 
know the mastering power of divine grace that comes 
in answer to prayer which uplifts, upholds, and propels 
the child of God. What to the worldling seems irk- 
some and tedious as a duty, is to the consecrated man 
his greatest pleasure. A stranger having tarried for 
the night with a man who read the Scriptures and 
prayed night and morning, asked him if he expected 
to do that every day ‘as long as he lived;”’ and when 
answered in the affirmative, replied: 

“Tt must be an awful task.”

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THE PLOWMAN AND THE STUDENT. 


This vast ball upon which we live produces all vege- 
table life, which sustains the animal kingdom. The 
vegetable growth is of two kinds, the spontaneous and 
the cultivated. The latter requires manual labor, while 
the former does not. The cultivated portion of the 
vegetable kingdom requires a preparation of the ground. 
This is the business of the tiller of the soil. He pre- 
pares himself with the proper implements, such as 
plows, hoes, mattocks, ete., surveys the field, stakes off 
the ground, and, having attached the proper motive 
power to his plow, he begins to break the soil. It may 
be that in the course of his plowing he will find briars, 
snags, and roots to contend with, but these are all re- 
moved, heaped and burned. After atime the field is 
completed, but it is in rather a rough state. It will 
require more labor for the proper reception of the 
seed. So the tiller continues to stir and smooth-the 
ground. When he has thus completed the field, he 
divides it into sections and plants the seed therein. 
It sprouts and grows. He tills and cultivates, till by 
and by the harvest comes to pass. 

Now the mental laborer has a similar work to per- 
form in the intellectual sphere—though of a higher and 
more difficult character,—as the manual laborer has to 
perform upon this mundane sphere. The preparation, 
seed-time, and harvest of each correspond. The deter- 
mined student, like the plowman, will provide himself 
with proper material with which to labor, else:the 
progress is very slow and the work scarcely ever com- 
pleted. He must have the necessary books and other 
attendant conveniences which’ are essential to the 
prosecution of his work. The text-books should be of 
a modern character, so the work may be done in the 
best manner possible. How would the progress and 
work of a plowman who uses one of the old-fashioned 
wooden plows compare with that of another who uses 
a modern chilled plow? It would be very inferior. 
So it is with the use of books. The modern, improved, 
self-assisting text-books are better adapted for work 
and progress, and are far in advance of the old style. 
Having secured the essential aids, the contemplative 
student surveys the field of labor which lies before 
him, makes the proper division and begins his work. 
Surely he will find difficulties to encounter. The prick- 
ly thorn, the ugly snag, the briar, and roots all lie in 
his way, but these must be dug up, mowed down, 
thoroughly hewn to pieces and consumed before he can 
complete his task. Amidst the burden and heat ot the 
day he may feel faint, but the motive power that actu- 
ates him is not quite exhausted. His energy and 
stability cause him to still cling with a firm grasp to 
the plow until the field is completed. But there must

and made smooth. The student must review, examine, 
and deduce until he has gained an accurate conception, 
a clear, vivid, and distinct view of the whole matter in 
hand. Now he is ready to sow the seed of life. He 
understands how to plant it, for he is an approved 
workman. He watches the plant that springs from the 
seed with zealous care. He trains and cultivates, de- 
fends and protects, till by and by the growing grain 
ripens into harvest,—‘‘The hands which are sometimes 


lifted up in prayer must at other times be put to the 
plow, or the husbandman must expect no crop.” 
Thus, the growth is not of a spontaneous nature, but 
the seed being firmly planted and drilled in the mind, 
and being watered with the dews of heaven, will sprout 
and grow, and is capable of producing and bearing 
beneficial and lasting fruit, which sustains the moral 


government of the world.

EDUCATING THE FREEDMEN. 


Some people seem to be dreadfully afraid lest the col- 
ored people of the South will get educated too fast, in 
proportion to the “poor whites.” But no such fear 
need be apprehended. The Southern whites have con- 
trol of the state governments separately, and are not 
weak now in the national administration; and where 
thereare such wills there doubtless will be ways, and by 
the South more care will be taken to educate the 
whites than the colored. 

If the colored people are improving rapidly, it is so 
by the power of their ambition and industry in avail- 
ing themselves of the assistance the Northern people 
are extending to them. The Southern “poor whites,” 
if educated, would not in turn teach the colored; but 
the colored when educated will teach the whites at a 
very low price, if they will allow them to doit. The 
colored people are still so much oppressed in their daily 
living, and the virtue of their young women so much 
tempted thereby, that it will be a great good to have 
them educated sufficiently to be teachers of others; 
and thus add one more to their very few means of earn- 
ing a livelihood. But theirs,as well as all other educa- 
tion, ought to be seasoned with the salt of the Script- 
ures, saturated with the tincture of the church, and 
mellowed with the presence of the Holy Ghost. And 
the fact is that the education gf the colored people is 
more thoroughly in the hands of earnest Christians 
than is education of the whites in the Northern states.

There 
have been more deaths in this church the past year than 
in any other year since its organization. Although not 
receiving one half my support from the church, I havé 
continued to preach here for nearly eight years, contribut- 
ing largely towards repairs and debts, in order to 80s 
tain the cause, and feel that I have tried to do my whole 
duty thus far. In offering my resignation, I do not wish 
the church to be again closed, and have urged im- 
mediate efforts to secure a pastor, but the reply is, “we 
are not able to support a minister without help.” And 
th's reply is érwe. But from whence shall help eome? !s 
the question. Some years since this church was song 
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and liberal towards all our denominational enterprises, 
and contributed freely and generously to the New York 
State Association funds, as is well’ known by its officers. 
But by removals and deaths a great change has come to 
the ohurch. The church has a good brick house, new 
organ, new furniture, good sheds, free of debt, well lo- 
cated in a pleasant village of three thousand inhabitants, 
and on the line and crossings of three important rail- 
roads, namely, New York Central, West Shore & Buffalo, 
and Northern Central. Now, it appears to me unwise, if 
not unjust, to neglect this important field and the 
church which so long and well sustained the State Asso- 
ciation gatherings in the past. If, instead of a refusal, a 
little help from the interest of that fund which these 
brethren helped to create for such purpose had been 
granted them, it would have saved them from dis- 
couragement, and given them strength to go on. Why 
withhold it longer, and let the church die? Some dear 
brethren have left bequests for this church, but they are 
not now available and will be of little use without present 
help. A wise man would not let his horse starve in the 
winter because he expected grass the next summer, and 
certainly the church of Christ is of more value than a 
horse. “Christ loved the church, and gave himself for 
it.” I hope that Bro. Jones and other able writers will 
urge the importance of saving, as far as possible, our needy 
churches. I have not written before in this behalf, be- 
cause, first, I am not a good writer, and, second, some 
might have said it was from personal motives. But Ican 
not cherish the thought that another shall be added to 
the large list of closed churches. If our moneyed cor- 
porations do not offer help, may the Lord influence some 
wealthy person to do so, and encourage the church here 
and save the disgrace of a closure...... I have served as 
pastor in Christian churches more than forty years, and 
expect to continue where duty calls as long as health 
permits.—IRVIN BULLOCK, April 14th.

—Arrangements are being made for the celebration of 
the Second Baptist Church semi-centennial at Philadel- 
phia, and the Philadelphia Baptist Association will hold 
its annual meeting in the church in October. 


—Emmanuel Reformed Episcopal Church at Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania, has been presented with $35,000, this 
being the amount of the indebtedness of the church, by 
the estate of a deceased member; the gift is from the 
widow. 

—The First Congregational Church at St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, was dedicated last week. The sermon was preacb- 
ed by the Rev. Washington Gladden, D. D. This church 
was organized in 1852, and has from the beginning been 
a successful organization. 


—The Rev. J. S. Whedon has closed his pastorate at 
the Methodist Episcopal Church at Sag Harbor, Long 
Island. During the three years of his ministry 102 per- 
sons were received into his church, and over $3,000 were 
expended in church improvements. 


—At the Congregational ministers’ Monday meeting at 
No. 59 Bible House, April 6th, the Rev. Dr. C. 8S. Robin- 
son entertained the brethren with a delightful talk on 
homiletics. A resolution of sympathy with General 
Grant and family was adopted. The Rev. lr. R. 8.

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FAITH. 


What is faith? The'simple word faith is very small 
indeed, being composed of only five letters. But the 
meaning of it is immense, boundless, andinfinite. Can 
we, with our finite mind, grasp all the glorious facts of 
which faith is composed? Do we realize and under- 
stand the amazingly great, wonderful, .and stupendous 
power of that small but great word faith? 

We understand by reading the word of God that 
through faith the worlds were framed by the word of God, 
so “that things which are seen were not made of things 
which do appear.” “By faith Abel offered unto Goda 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain.” ‘By faith Enoch 
was translated that he should not see death.” “By 
taith Noah, being warned of God, prepared an ark to 
the saving of his house.’’ ‘By faith Abraham sojourn- 
ed in the land of promise, as in a strange country, and 
looked for a city which hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God.” 

We also learn that without faith it is impossible to 
please God. Jesus said to his disciples, “If ye have 
faith as a grain of mustard-seed, ye shall say unto this 
mountain, Remove hence to yonder place, and it shall 
remove; and nothing shall be impossible unto you.” 
Paul says to him that worketh not, but believeth on 
him that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. We find that Jesus said to the daughter, 
“Be of good comfort; thy faith hath made thee whole; 
go in peace.” 

These facts, and a great many others, we find recorded 
in the Scriptures to prove the power of faith and the 
necessity of procuring it. Oh, how absolutely neces- 
sary it is for us to have faith! For faith is that which 
gives us peace, happiness, and contentment while we 
remain here below; and it gives us that happy assur- 
ance of a better sphere in which to dwell when we are 
done with this vain world of care. And, finally, when 
we'come to lay down our mortality, when the mother- 
earth shall claim her own, when the soul and body shall 
separate forever, then it will be that thesoul clinging to 
faith will be borne across the gulf of death and delivered 
to God who gave it. 

We have found that faith is of vast importance, and 
that there is a necessity of procuring it. Now, let us 
find what faith is. Paul tells us what itis. He says, 
“Faith is the substance of things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen.” Let us inquire into the meaning of 
this saying. 

Substance here means confidence. Hope is a confi- 
dence in a future event. We expect what we think will 
probably occur; but we hope what westrongly desire to 
happen. We may expect an occurrence which will give 
us pain, but we do not hope for it. Evidence is that 
which proves or shows facts. 

Belief exists; faith acts. Belief is a passive faith; 
faith is an active belief. Learned men believe the world 
is round. Faith builds a bridge across the gulf of death. 
Faith, then, is action; it is work; it isa belief that goes 
to work. Some persons may say we can have faith in 
Jesus and not do the things that he commanded to be 
done. James says, “For as the body without the spirit 
is dead, so faith without works is dead also.”’” When 
man dies, is he man any longer? Heis only the form of 
man after the spirit leaves him. So faith without works 
is dead; it is not faith any longer after works leave it; it 
is only the form of faith. 

Death is the definitive cessation of all the functions, 
the aggregate of which constitutes life. Life, then, is 
the aggregate of all the functions ‘which resist death. 
If faith dies with the cessation of works, then works 
must be an essential function of faith, and that which 
resists, its death. Consequently it requires works, with 
other parts, to constitute faith. Faith, then, is con- 
fidence, a strong desire, testimony, and works.

death for every man. Having partaken of the last 
supper, he is supposed to have gone forth in company 
with his disciples to the garden of Gethsemane. The 
one spoken of as Moses’ prophet, David’s shepherd, 
the child born, Zion’s king, plant of renown, the light 
of the world, rose of Sharon, and lily of the valley; 
but here he calls himself under the figure of the vine, 
“T am the true vine.” How appropriate, how sublime 
the thought—the vine, the true vine! 

This imagery might have been drawn from the fruit 
taken at the feast, or from the golden vine that adorned 
the temple’s archway, or from the vineyards that they 
passed from the feast to the garden. As the sun had 
gone down beyond the western slope of the hill he uses 
the language, “Abide in me, and [ in you.” 

This language implies something more than a torm, 
ceremony, passive or temporary residence. It means a 
vital union, a oneness with the living Head, one in 
Christ Jesus, partaker of the divine nature, a perma- 
nent union. As the branch can not bear fruit of itself 
except it abide in the vine, so neither can ye, except ye 
abide in me. How essential in. order to bear fruit—for 
without me ye can do nothing! 

Christians often speak of living near to Christ, near 
the foot of the cross; but the Bible speaks of living in 
him. He is the head of the body, the church, and all 
Christians are knit together in love. Salvation is in 
the’ Lord Jesus Christ, not out of him. The Chris- 
tian can say: 

“* Jesus, lover of my soul, 


Let me to thy bosom fly. 
* * * * 


Hide me, O my Savior, hide, 
Until the storm of life be past.” 

We abide in him when we continue in his love and 
bear much fruit. The tree is known by his fruit. 
Love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, planted by the side of still waters, bring forth 
fruit in his season. His leaf shall not wither, and 
whatsoever he doeth shall prosper. Strong in the 
Lord and in the power of his might, he runs and is not 
weary.

IN OLD LONDON. 





Except the dealers who kept stalls on Chepe (a great 
open market-place in the old days), the city men of the 
Middle Ages lived at their places of business. We can 
get a fair idea from ‘Fitz Alwyne’s Assize” (the first 
Metropolitan Building act promulgated 1191, by the 
first Lord Mayor of London) of what an ordinary mas- 
ter artificer's house was like in the thirteenth and four- 
teenth centuries. It was neither very large nor very 
commodious. The party walls were of stone, three feet 
thick and sixteen feet high. From them the roof, 
made of tiles, or in old houses of thatch, ran up to 4 
point forming a gable toward the street. The rain, 
running down the slant of the roof into a gutter made 
along the top of the wall, was discharged from a pro- 
jecting spout into the kennel, unless the head of a 
passer-by happened to intercept the stream. The front 
and back were filled with timber and plaster. Joists 
at a height of eight feet from the ground supported the 
floor of the upper and the ceiling of the lower story. 
The “solar,” as the first floor was called, was probably 
entered, like a modern hayloft, by a ladder through & 
hole in the floor. The ground floor was used as one 
room, or divided into several, according to the size of 
the house and the needs of its inhabitants. Glass was 
scarcely known in dwelling houses at the commence- 
ment of this period, and the windows were simply holes 
guarded by iron bars and closed at night by shutters. 
But betore the end of Edward III.’s reign glass wit- 
dows of lattice work were common. Chimneys like- 
wise were a refinement which Londoners generally did 
not adopt till about the beginning. of the fourteenth 
century. A movable stall, jutting out into the street, 
formed an annex to the front ground-floor room, and 
provided a shop window, behind which the master and 
his apprentice could work at their craft and keep watch 
over their wares at the same time. A cellar, reached 
by steps from the outside, existed under most of the 
houses. Reeds on the floor and whitewash on the walls 
were usually the only internal decorations of what t 
our modern notions must have been an extremely squ!

THE BOOK OF ESTHER. 

Had Solomon lived in these days, it would seem that 
he would have needed to make his statement ‘‘of mak- 
ing many books there is no end” in a somewhat more 
emphatic manner. 

I have no word to speak against a good book, even if 
there are many, but would the rather speak in favor of 
such. 

I have recently read with interest the book entitled, 
“The Book of Esther,’ which contains a new transla- 
tion of that interesting book of the Old Testament, 
together with notes, maps, illustrations, and several in- 
structive excursuses. The work has been admirably 
done by the “Hebrew Club” of Lowell, Mass., one of 
whose four members, Rev. John W. Haley, A. M., 
well known to many of our eastern ministers, has had 
the editorial supervision of it. From what I have 
known of the editor in his two published volumes, 
“The Alleged Discrepancies of the Bible” and “The 
Hereafter of Sin,’ I expected to find this a scholarly 
work, and am not disappointed. 

The translation frequently differs from the authorized 
version, but so far as I was able to judge, the changes, 
with a very few possible exceptions, were improve- 
ments. Not being a Hebrew scholar, I could not de- 
cide the matter of the changes as though I were an ex- 
pert; but a somewhat careful examination of all the 
changes in the first chapter satisfied me that the 
changes were made in the interest of a better transla- 
tion. The first noticeable change is in the substitu- 
tion of the name Xerxes for Ahasuerus. This will 
meet the approval of nearly all modern scholars. An- 
other noticeable change is the wurd “impale’’ for 
“hang,” while ‘castle’ takes the place of “palace.” I 
shall be interested to compare this translation with 
that of the revised version, soon to appear. 

The accompanying notes are sufficiently full to con- 
vey the explanation to the reader, without being tire- 
some because of their length. They have been wisely 
chosen. 

The maps and illustrations employ the eye to convey 
the truth to the mind, and are such as will be helpful. 

The translation and notes occupy less than one-third 
of the nearly two hundred pages, while the sixteen ex- 
cursuses occupy nearly one-half the book. In these is 
a large amount of interesting information, which one 
will read with profit. Among these, those on “The 
Unwritten Name,” “Early Modes of Execution,” and 
the “Septuagint Esther” are of especial interest. 

The book will be read with interest and profit by 
ministers, Sunday-school teachers, and all others who 
will take the time to study the interesting history in 
the Book of Esther.

THE SURROUNDINGS. 


This literary and theological school for the freedmen 
is located on a plat of two and a half acres on a gentle 
elevation overlooking a rural town of less than one 
thousand inhabitants. The lay of the land in the sur- 
rounding country is gently undulating, like the rolling 
prairies of the West, but was originally covered with 
beautiful pine forests, interspersed with oak openings. 
These pine forests still form the immediate and distant 
landscape scenes around the town, but the native oaks 
still shade our own beautiful college hill. Under 
these white oak shades is the sand and fine gravel soil 
of the country, and generally clean and dry. Here is 
where the students at intermissions play at ball in Feb- 
ruary. 

The college proper is 3Q by 50 feet, two and a half 
stories, cupola and bell, one chapel, and ten rooms; six 
used for recitations; cost, $3,000. This is the building 
that needs an additiop, for the present one is already 
too full for comfort. 

The boarding house, on the north-east of the lot, is 
30 by 50, and, with the lot, cost $2,000. This isa dona- 
tion by Mrs. Emily Gaylord Wilson, now widow of the 
lamented Rev. J. G. Wilson. An elegant likeness of 
her husband hangs, draped in mourning, in the “Wil- 
son” recitation room in the college. The Wilson name 
will always be dear to the freedmen. 

The president’s house is 15 by 25, one story, with a 
wing 15 by 20. This, with the lard it is on, belongs to 
the North Carolina Colored Christian Conference, and 
the school trustees required it to be built by them as a 

vondition of putting the school here, It is high and 


airy inside, but does not furnish room enough for the 
principal and his assistant teachers who must of neces- 
sity live with him. Three hundred dollars will add to 
it another story with the desired additional room. 
The president’s house is outside the college property, 
but adjoining, under the shade of venerable oaks, and 
from the building to the college is over the white sand 
under the oak shade.

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OUR EASTER SERVICE. 


In the forenoon, on Easter Sunday, the annual elec- 


tion of officers and teachers took place in the Mount 
Zion and Point Isabel Sunday-schools. 


A competent corps of officers and teachers were 


chosen, and the schools launch out again upon another 
year’s work. These schools are “evergreens” —they 
neither freeze out nor rust out, and they take the Sun- 
day school literature published at Dayton, Ohio. In 
the evening an Easter. and Sunday-school service was 
held at Mount Ziou. The house was brilliantly lighted 
and tastefully decorated. Paper chains were neatly sus- 
pended from the chandeliers, falling in folds below 


them. In front of the platform, on which was placed 


many plants, was suspended on invisible wires in large 


white letters the words, “Christ is Risen.”” Across the 
rear of the platform in large variegated letters was a 
motto bearing the inscription, “The Lord is King.” In 
the folds of a paper design, in the recess of an ever- 
green border, were the words, “With Joy we Greet 
You.” Other mottoes and pictures were appropriately 
arranged, and the birds in their neat cosy cages added 
much to the attractive loveliness of the scene. 

At 7:30 p. m. Bro. G. H. Fridman, who takes the 
superintendency for the fourteenth time without inter- 
ruption, and nearly twenty years’ experience as a Sun- 
day-school superintendent, took his place upon the 
platform, and the school sang with spirit an appropri- 
ate selection, after which the “Lord’s Prayer” was of- 
fered in concert, led by the pastor. Classes Nos. 4 and 
5, numbering about twenty, nearly all dressed in white, 
then took the platform and rendered in their usual 


good style an appropriate song under the leadership of 


Miss Idumea Moreton, A Bible reading on the sub- 
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ject of “Christ’s Resurrection” was then conducted by 
the superintendent in the following way: The school 
would repeat in concert, with the superintendent, the 
propositions of the reading; then the scripture bearing 
upon that point was repeated by one of the school. 
Subject, “The Resurrection of Christ.”

All 
in concert repeating “King of kings, and Lord of 
lords.” 3. “By it wealso are to be resurrected.’ John 
5: 28, 29; Phil. 3: 20, 21. 

IV. Conelusion. (I. Cor. 15: 54-57.) 

All in concert repeating, “But thanks be to God, 
which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Golden text in concert. I. Cor. 15: 20. 
Then came the “Easter Anthem,” by Dr. Kincaid’s 
chorus class, followed by an essay by W. M. Fridman. 
Subject, “Easter.” Miss Nellie Fridman then sang an 
Easter song, title, “Lift your glad voices,” and was fol- 
lowed with a declamation by Miss Irene Moreton. 
Subject, “The World Grows Better.’’ Dr. Kincaid’s 
chorus class was again introduced, and rendered the 
popular song, “We will go,” which met the approba- 
tion of an appreciative audience. The Doctor is a 
musical director of forty years’ experience. This was 
followed with an exercise by four small girls, two of 
them arranged in large calla lilies, so that their heads 
and faces only were visible. This was the climax of 
the exercises. ’ 

After this came the installation of officers and teach- 
ers, conducted by the pastor, and when the school was 
presented to the superintendent, six classes were pres- 
ent with names and mottoes appropriately chosen: 
Bible class-name, ‘‘Toilers;’” motto, “Praise the Lord;” 
young ladies’ class-name, “Truth Seekers;” young 
mens’ class-name, ‘‘ Willing Hands;” misses’ class-name, 
“Pearl Gatherers;” children’s class-name, “Treasure 
Bearers;” motto, “Work, Watch, Pray; infant class- 
name, “Little Gleaners.’’ The query-box was the last 
item on the programme, and after this the school sang 
a closing piece, and the pastor pronounced the benedic- 
tion. 

REMARKS. 

The Bible reading can be made very interesting and 
profitable in any school or church, where the attend- 
ants will willingly participate. The installation of 
officers and teachers is a very impressive way of con- 
ducting persons into these responsible positions. The 
naming of the classes is getting out of the old ruts. 
We have been numbered.so often that we need some 
scriptural declarative like this, “Grin and bear it,” to 
help us to take our places as Nos. 1, 2, ete.

We hail 
with pleasure the day when brethren may differ as to 
ways and means without getting angry—when they can 
“reason together’’ without betraying a spirit of narrow- 
ness and intolerance. One good brother who seems to 
feel that his judgment is infallible writes with personal 
bitterness; another, and an eminent minister of na- 
tional reputation, writes: 


“Dear Bro. Jones,—Have just read your editorial, ‘The 
Gospel the Power of Reform.’ The article, as it strikes 
me, is sound, sensible, scriptural in theory, beside being 
well written, and kindly and dignified in spirit. This 
article honors the gospel—the spirit-power—and makes 
these divine agencies the grand factor in the world’s 
reformation. This recognition of God’s purpose and 
method will hasten a most desirable result by enabling 
God’s people to rely upon his own chief means of secur- 
ing it. Thank God for the power of the gospel. -It was 
mighty in the first century (A. D.), and is not less potent 
to-day.” 


We did not say in the article referred to that laws 
against crime must be repealed, or anything that can 
be legitimately tortured to such an end. We did say: 


“Within the past year or two temperance as a result of 
prohibitory statute has been the rallying cry of a new 
political party which is now struggling for recognition, 
and within which may be found some of the best and 
most efficient temperance workers. 

“Interested party leaders declare that temperance 
must be made the principle of a political party, and 
sobriety be the result of prohibitory enactment. Against 
this, it occurs to us, fatal objections may be alleged. 
First, law can neither eradicate vice nor compel virtue. 
It may voice the public conscience on questions of right 
and wrong; it may reward on the one hand and punish 
on the other; but nowhere in history can it be shown 
that any popular, close-clinging vice has been eradicated 
or noble virtue attained by the prohibitory power of hu- 
man law. Of the most perfect law man has ever known 
it has been divinely affirmed that ‘what the law could 
not do in that it was weak through the flesh,’ thut asa 
divine Savior Christ came to accomplish.” 


ance is one of the fruits of the Spirit, but can we expect 
this fruit from the unrenewed stock of humanity? ‘Do 
men gather grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles?’”’ 


We have for nearly thirty-five years worked in tem. 
perance organizations principally because of their go- 
cial power iu admonishing and restraining the young, 
and as auxiliary in helping the reformed drunkard to 
stand. But the only certain means by which the 
drunkard can be saved and the liquor-seller reformed 
is by the power of the gospel. 

Why strike at the symptoms of any evil in the hope 
of effecting’ a cure? The liquor traffic in all its hor- 
rible details is but the sign and symptom of human de- 
pravity. A wise physician studies the symptoms but 
strikes at the disease. So, it occurs to us, the only 
true course for Christians to pursue is to watch closely 
and careiully the symptoms of the case, but concen- 
trate all energies, human and divine, against the root 
of the deadly upas-tree. Not band it with regulations, 
not lop off its branches, but strike at the root. But 
this can not be accomplished until the rum-seller and 
rum-drinker are converted, and this can only be ac- 
complished by “the gospel of Christ, for it is the power 
of God unto salvation.”’ Hence we conclude as before: 


“Where is the instance in which Christ proceeded 
against sin by legislation, or appealed to prohibitory 
law as the method of banishing evil and inaugurating 
the reign of goodness? Where has he authorized his 
spiritual children to apply to the institutions and pow- 
ers of this world as the method of reformation? Is not 
the unchangeable law of his kingdom the saving of men 
to temperance and every other virtue, not by taking 
them away from the evil temptation, not by taking the 
evil temptation away from them, but by saving through 
the gospel and developing within man a superiority to 
every form of evil? ‘I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the-world, but that thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil.’ John 17: 15, 

- “Why attempt to build the pyramid upon its point? 
‘Seek first the kingdom of God and his righteousness, 
and all these things shall be added unto you.’ 

“Let us carefully study this question in the light of 
the declaration of Christ when he says, ‘A good tree can 
not bring forth evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit.’ First, last, and all the time take the 
gospel—not any one part of it, but the whole gospel as 
the only sure cure for intemperance, the ofly solvent 
for all our social problems, the only panacea for all bu- 
man suffering. Let us hear and do the sayings of Christ, 
then we shall build our reforms wisely and well, and 
thus founded upon a rock they shall never fail or fal’; 
for all true success, every real step upward, by the indi- 
vidual or the race, must be accomplished ‘not by might, 
nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord.’”’

We do affirm, however, that it is not in the power of 
law to make men good. We can not legislate men into 
the kingdom of heaven, and just as long as men are not 
good—are not spiritual members of the kingdom of 
God—they will continue to bring forth the fruits of 
sin, and it is not in the power of pledge, party, or law 
to prevent this. Any abandonment of the gospel by 
ministers, and preaching of partisan politics in the 
pulpit, impairs their usefulness in the church and ex- 
poses the gospel to the ridicule of its enemies. Nota 
few churches have suffered from this cause in the past, 
and many are suffering to-day while good men and able 
ministers are, as it seems to us, laboring under a mis- 
apprehension. 

Preach temperance? Yes! Preach it more ear- 
nestly than ever if that be possible, but let every 
hearer know that we preach it as an essential part of 
the blessed gospel, and that our faith in the spread 
and permanent triumph of temperance is measured and 
inspired by our faith in the gospel as “the power of 
God,” and not in Governor St. John or any political 
party. 

“Temperance is an essential part of godliness, and in- 
temperance God provoses to crush out. But how? Not 
by a dependence upon temperance pledges, state laws, 
and prohibition political parties; not by taking one part 
of the gospel, however faithfully it may be followed, 
butas Paul did, by taking the whole gospel as absolutely 
the only true method, and reason on ‘righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment,’ for this gospel alone is the 
power of God unto salvation. 

“ Pledges, temperance societies, and political organiza- 
tions have each their legitimate place and work in the line, 
but observation and the word of God confirm us in the

Bigotry is often the child of ignorance. You seldom 
find a man with a large intellect who isa bigot.

“LET US THINK OF IT.” 

On page 105 of the current volume of the HERALD 
I was much surprised to find, in an article by the asso- 
ciate editor entitled ‘Familiarity with God in Prayer,” 
the following language: ‘As to Peter or Paul praying 
to Jesus, or our Savior teaching any one thus to pray, 
just read and find an example of such a style, if you 
can. ‘Let us think of it.’”’ 

I say I was surprised; for such language as this 
through the denominational organ of the Christians, 
and by editorial authority, is certainly enough to pro- 
duce surprise, to say the least. It is needless to say 
that I obeyed the closing injunction—I “thought of 
it,” and thought of it again, but could make it signify 
but one thing—namely, that the dear brother who 
penned those words believes that prayers are not to be 
addressed to Jesus Christ. 

The dear brother, of course, has a perfect right to 
his own opinicns on theological questions, but I do not 
want that the world shall take the words I have quoted 
for the belief of the Christians asa whole. At least 
for one I must enter my emphatic protest against it, 
and I shall endeavor to give an adequate reason for my 
belief. 

Have my prayers addressed to Christ been only so 
much idolatry? Have I prayed unto one who hears 
not, nor will grant my petitions? This is a most seri- 
ous question. If Jesus is not to be prayed unto, then 
a great majority of Christians have been idolaters. 
This would be a grievous charge. Moreover, I do not 
think it can be sustained. Let us “to the law and the 
testimony,”’ and see if we have precept and example 
furnishing us authority for “praying to Jesus.” 

1. We know that God has ordained that Christ shall 
be worshiped, from the most explicit scriptural testi- 
monies. ‘And again, when he bringeth in the first- 
begotten into the world, he saith, And let all the an- 
gels of God worship him.” Heb. 1.6. This is plain 
enough, unless some one may raise the question as to 
the character of the worship to be ascribed to God’s 
Son. To such we would say that the word proskuneo, 
here rendered “worship,” is the same that Jesus used 
im speaking with the woman at Jacob’s well (John 1: 
20-24), and many other passages of the same character 
Where God is the object of the worship. 

2. We have Christ’s own assurance that he will an- 
Swer prayer. “And whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will J do, that the Father may be glorified 
in the Son. If ye shall ask anything in my name, J 
toil do 4,” Tohn 14:13, 14, Here Jesus is described 


as at least answering prayer, and altogether in this we 
have strong grounds for addressing Jesus in prayer, 
since praying “in the name” of Christ is not the mere 
use of the verbal fermula, “in the name of Christ,’”’ 
but the offering up of our petitions in the spirit of 
Christ which always says, “Thy will be done;” and 
hence prayer in his name or spirit may be addressed to 
himself as well as to his Father. 

3. We have the inspired authority both of Paul and 
John for addressing Christ in prayer, or “praying to 
Jesus.” 

“For there is no difference between the Jew and the 
Greek: for the same Lord over all is rich unto all that 
call upon him.” Rom. 10: 12. Jesus is most fre- 
quently called ‘the Lord” in the New Testament, and 
that it is he to whom reference is had in this verse is 
quite apparent from the preceding verse, and Isa. 28: 
26, from which it is taken. 

(1 quote this from the revised version because of its 
greater perspicuity.) “These things have I written 
unto you, that ye may know that ye have eternal life, 
even unto you that believe on the name of the Son of 
God. And this is the boldness which we have toward 
him, that, if we ask anything according to his will, he 
heareth us: and if we know that he heareth us what- 
soever we ask, we know that we have the petitions 
which we have asked of him.” I. John 5: 13-15. 

Here the apostle is speaking of “the Son of God,” 
and he assures us that “he heareth us” and “that we 
have the petitions which we have asked of him.” §& 
it is clear that in the apostolic age it was common to 
“ask petitions o' the Son of God.”’ i 

1. We have the example of Paul “praying to Jesus.” 
“Now God himself and our Father, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ, direct our way unto you.”’ I. Thess. 3: 
11. Here Paul prays unto God and the Lord Jesus 
Christ to bless his journey to the Thessalonians. A 
similar instance is found in II. Thess. 2: 16,17: ‘‘Now 
our Lord Jesus Christ himself,and God, even our Father, 
which hath loved us, and hath given us everlasting 
consolation and good hope through grace, comfort your 
hearts, and establish you in every good word and 
work.” 

if additional testimony from Paul is required, here 
itisin I. Cor. 1:2: “Unto the church of God which 
is at Corinth, to them that are sanctified in Christ 
Jesus, called to be saints, with a// that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ our Lord, both 
theirs and ours.’ Here an epistle is addressed to 
saints that ‘in every place call upon the name of Jesus 
Christ.’’ This ought to be decisive. The word epizxa- 
teo, here rendered to “call upon,” is the same used in 


I. Peter 1: 17—“If ye call on the Father.” This is 
prayer, nothing less. 
5. We have John’s example in Rev. 22: 20: ‘Even 


so, come, Lord Jesus.” So the last prayer in the Bible 
is addressed to Jesus Christ. 

6. In Acts 9: 14, 2l we have it expressly mentioned 
as 4 characteristic of the primitive Christians that they 
called upon the name of Jesus Christ. 

Ananias said concerning Paul, “And here he hath 
authority from the chief priests to bind all that call on 
thy name.” “Thy name’ is the name of Christ here, 
for Paul would not have persecuted these Christians 
for calling upon the name of Jehovah.’ Ananias must 
have been speaking to Jesus. If he had been speak- 
ing to the Father it would follow that Paul was at Da- 
mascus to apprehend all who worshiped God, and hence 
allthe Jews; and Paul worshiped God himself. When 
Saul was converted and began to preach that Christ 
whom he had persecuted, they at Damascus “were 
amazed, and said, Is not this he that destroyed them 
which called on this name in Jerusalem?” What 
name? 

Pliny in his letter to Trajan declares that it was the 
wont of Christians to “sing a hymn to Christ as toa 
god.” Lucien says concerning them, “They still wor- 
ship that great man who was crucified in Palestine.” 


7. Lastly, we have a most unmistakable example of 
“praying to Jesus” in the account of Stephen’s martyr- 
dom. “And they stoned Stephen, calling upon God, 
and saying, Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. And he 
kneeled down, and cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay 
not this sin to their charge. And when he- had said 
this he fell asleep.” Acts 7:59, 60. It will be readily 


seen even in the English translation that the word God 
in these verses does not occur in the original, but is 
supplied by the translators, and it should be omitted, 
and the passage be rendered, “They stoned Stephen in- 


‘as possible. 


vocating (or praying), and saying, Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.”’ 

In the last moments of his life this blessed proto- 
martyr prayed unto Jesus: He could nat have been 
mistaken for he was “filled with the Holy Ghost.” If 
this is not an instance of prayer offered to Jesus, then 
it is impossible to find an instance of prayer offered 
to God. Many others since have breathed their last, 
calling upon Jesus to receive their ransomed spirits. 

Yes, Jesus is God’s Son. “Wherefore God hath 
highly exalted him, and given him a name which is 
above every name: that at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow; and that every tongue should con- 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.”

She was left with two infant children, and 
athird, who was named for his tather, 
John Blodgett, was born a few weeks 
later. With almost incessant labor and 
strictest economy, her family was main- 
tained and educated, but, with the excep- 
tion of the youngest, were not long spared 
to her. With this son she lived, until at 
the ripe age of seventy years she experi- 
enced a desire once more to live over the 
pioneer life in which her youthful days 
were passed, and, as she frequently ex- 
pressed herself, to-pass the evening of her 
days as she did the morning. Actuated 
by this desire, she took up a piece of land 
under the homestead act, in Michigan, in 
the township of Victory, in the year 1865, 
when that township was but thinly settled. 
Living alone in her home in the wilder- 
ness, her time was passed, as she frequent- 
ly declared, pleasantly and profitably 
with her. books and ‘papers, until she ac- 
quired a title to her land, after which she 
again made her home with her son. 
With him she lived until his death in 
1879, since which time she has made her 
home with her grandchildren, Herbert T. 
and Gilbert H. Blodgett. 

Her mind was unusually clear and her 
memory remarkable. Every event of her 
own life, and the history of the entire 
Igth century, was clear in her memory, 
and the subject of her every day conver- 
sation.

It is with feelings of sadness that I 
write of the death of our venerable father 
in Israel, Elder C. S. Newkirk, who de- 
parted this life in hope of a blessed im- 
mortality, January 28, 1885, at his home 
in Chautauqua County, Kansas. He 
came to this county (Chase) some fifteen 
years ago, and began to preach the Chris- 
tian doctrine, and shortly after married 
Mrs. Mary A. Landsberry, and settled at 
this place, where he has since resided 
until the last two years. 

When he began to preach at this point 
there were but three praying men in the 
community. The Sabbaths were spent 
in gambling, drunkenness, and_horse- 
racing. In a short time he organized the 
Christian Church at this place. Many 
professed religion. I well remember six 
years ago, the third Sabbath of next May, 
first meeting this aged father, then in his 
seventy-eighth year—if I remember. A 
meeting was in progress, and I was. in- 
vited to preach. The school-house was 
crowded; and although the congregation 
was composed principally of fhose whose 
lives had been spent on the frontier, | 
soon saw that the spirit of the Lord was, 
there, and that Elder Newkirk was honor- 
ed by all who knew him. He preached 
at different places in this and adjoining 
counties, and was well received wherever 
he went. I believe Elder Newkirk was a 
charter member of the Southern Kansas 
Christian Conference, and was always 
highly respected by his brethren in the 
ministry. I learn from Bro, Allen, at 
whose house he died, that one month 
previous to his death he thought his hour 
had come and called the family in, divid- 
ed his effects among them, and bade 
them farewell. He fell into a sleep, and 
when he awoke, he said the Lord had re- 
vealed to him that he should live just 
thirty days, and in just thirty days the 
spirit took its leave of the frail tenement 
of clay for the heavenly country. He 
died ripe in years—ripe in Christian ex- 
perience, and in the full assurance of that 
hope which is an anchor to the soul.
